divine being. 


He spoke of how the Bible had 
changed his outlook on life. He 
meant to sprend the book, and 
since the republic of China, -the 
wonderful book had been very im- 
portant-to him.

Before the republic, he had no 
other idea than that revolution 
would help China in the world.

But the spirit 
of God had brought new influences 
and a great change. They 
gradually realised that the ideals 
of revolution could not change a 
nation. Four years after the re- 
public of China, the speaker met 
General Feng Yu-hsiang, who 
rgave him his first insight {nto the 
Marvellous workings of the -word 
of God. In the seventh year he 
made up his mind to become a 
Christian and was baptised jn the 
Preabyterian Church in Hunan, 


Before he became a follower of 
Christ, said General Cheung, he 
had enjoyed the Boxer, rising, as 
the Communists ‘had enjoyed per- 
Becufion. But to-duy it was 
different, He urgod tho gathering 
to become true soldicrs:of Christ 
and for co-operation between Enst 
and’ Weat, who were both alike, 
lenging for pevse but were groping 
in the dark.

Ench of eight women, members 
of the Natfonality of Married Wo- 
men “Pass the Bill” Committee of 
the National Council? of Women,

_ An officint. roport of the de- 
putation. stated that the women, 
who represented 33 organisations, 
pointed out that the delegate of the 
United ‘Kingdom Government at 


the 1931 Assembly of the League, 


of ‘Nations had endorsed the 
objects of the Bill, in the follow- 
ing terms: — 

“The British Government —con- 
sidera that Jt is right that all dis- 
abllities of married women in 
matters of nationality should be 
removed, and that in so far as 
nationality Is concerned, a mar- 
ried woman should be in the sume 
position as a man—married or tn- 
married—or any ingle woman.” 

The deputation urged that the 
Government should do-everything 
in its power to make this policy 
effective within. the Empire, but 
that this country ought not to, 
allow action by them to be hold up 
pending ngreement = with tho 
Dominions. 

The Home Secretary thanked 
them for putting their case 80 con- 
cisely.

Yo rid Australia of one of her 
worst pests, cactoblastis, 1 minute 
parasitic insect, was introduced 
from the Southern States of 
Americn and Mexico. It has 
‘proved a remurkablo success and 
has done In a few years’ work of 
destruction that decades of at- 
tempts by poisoning, grubbing and 
other methods failed to do. 


Cactobinatix lives on - prickly 
pear'and as it thrives so the pear 
dies. Very often the- insect 
cairica bneterial diseases which 
help alyo to destroy the prickly 
pear, : : 


The prickly peur is not a native 
of Australia, but has been here as 
long as white settlers, having 
been introduced for a very curious 
reason. When on the way to 
Australia in 1777, with his fleet of 
military, officiats and convicts, 
Captain Phillip visited Brazil, 
whence he brought some prickly 
pear plants which were infested 
with cochineal insects.

FOUND. SHOT

His dicta in women's dress dis- 
putes became famous. One was 
that “the object of fashion is to 
promote turnover and health is a 
secondary consideration.” 


ASTUTE LAWYER. 


Sir Henry McCardie in. civil life, 
he waa born at Edgbaston, Birm- 
ingham, in July, 1869. 

After a brilliant university 
career he was called to the Bar 
in 1894. For years his work lay 
mainly in the Commercial Court 
and his progreas was remarkably 
rapid. Recognised as one of the 
moat astute Inwyers of the day, he 
built up g practice of unusual 
dimensions. 

Although cloquent when clo- 
quence was necded, he never 
wasted words, but set out the cold 


precision, Yet he had a_ keen 
sense of humour and a gift for 
making piquant phrases which he 
exercised both in court and out 
of it. 

UNUSUAL HONOUR. 

In 1916 he was appointed o 
judge of the High Court, deing 
one of the comparatively few men 
to receive that honour ‘without 
having first become a K.C. At the 
same time he-was knighted and 
the Middle 


Temple. 

His popularity at the Bar was 
continued on the Bench—as much 
with lawyers as with litigants and 
witnesses. The fact that he was 
unmarried gave special interest to 
his commenta and decisions in 
matrimonial cases. 

Some of his comments upon cur- 
rent problems crested considerable 
controversy, particularly because 
he was a bachelor. He was, for 
instance, a firm advocate of birth 
control, 

His recreations were shooting, 
fishing and golfing. —Reutor
